IN SEATING A DEMOCRATIC REPRESENTATIVE.

it cannot matter much by whom that one vote 
was cast, but it may de of some 
interest to know that Mr. Field lost 
his seat through the vote cast by a professea 
Republican, Gen. Benjamin F. Butier. Butler 
directed his attention specially to the three 
colored members in the House. He assumed to 
have special control of them, for the reason that 
he planted himself as their defender, and as the 
great champion of the law which was to pre- 
serve the integrity of the colored man’s party.

HOW LITTLE CONFIDENCE 

they had in these assurances, and how little 
they thought that the principles of the Super- 
visors’ law were involved in this contest by de- 
clining to cast a single vote for Mr. 
There has never been so close an election con- 
test or so much excitement over a case of that 
character within the memory of the oldest Con- 
gressman as there was to-day. There are Dem- 
ocrats who are not vileased with the result. 
There are many who could be named who voted 
against their convictions of right. They were 
constrained to do this by what was made to ap- 
pear to them as a party neccasity. 

THE POSITION OF GEN. . v. BUTLER 
would seem to be the least satisfactory, and His 
manner in the House after the vote seemed to 
indicate that he did not enjoy his isolation. He 
had been disappointed in his efforts to defeat 
Field ju secret. He bad been compelied to take 
a public part, and he had given two reasons for 
his vote: First, that the Supervisors’ law was 
involved, and that the Committee had declared 
it unconstitutional.

RESUMPTION, 
VIEWS OF NEW YORK BANKERS.

They 
were of opinion, also, that resumption on the 
lst of January, 1879, might be made practicable 
and safe if a adequate measures should be adopt- 
ed, but all who expressed themselves on the 
subject were agreed that the plans of the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury were inadequate, 
and that if he should make an 
attempt to resume on the ist of 


Januar, under the circumstances as they were 
likely to exist at that time, the attempt would 
most probably fail. They were of opinion also 
that the rensonetization of silver had seriously 
interfered with the probabilities of resumption 
at the time fixed. 

MR. GEORGE BLISS 
said that in his judgment there must be a con- 
siderable export of gold during the next few 
months, which just to the extent that it de- 
pleted the stock in the country would of course 
reduce the probabilitics of a safe resumption 
next January. Under the banking systom as it 
formerly ex ted it was in the wer of the 
banks to check the importation of gold when 
they chose to do so, but the 1 — 
system was a system which restricted their 
power in this respect, so that there was now no 
effective means at the command of the banks to 
prevent the gold from going out. Besides this, 
the effect of the agitation for remonetizing sil- 
ver had been to cause 
A LARGE RETURN OF GOVERNMENT BONDS 
held by foreigners in the place of gold, which, 
but for that agitation, would have come into 
the country in the place of bonds. The total 
amount of bonds returned since the agitation 
began he estimated at 675.000.000, and more im- 
portations are te be expected, stili further in- 
terfering with the importations of gold, and in- 
deed promoting ita export. in proof of this he 
called attention to the fact that gold had al- 
ready reached the shipping point much earlier 
than was usual, and large shipments might be 
expected. 
MR. B. B. SHERMAN 
said that nineteen-twentieths of the be- 
longing to the banks in the other cities, as well 
as in New York, was in the form of certifi- 
cates, and that there was no considerable 
amount of gold in the country, except in the 
Pacitic States, outside of New York. ere Was 
none of any consequence in the savings banks 
or in private banks. He said that some ot the 
banks, both here and in Philadelphia, were now 
buying gold on speculation, in anticipation’of a 
rise in its price.

We find, however, that those of the Chicago house 
ere in much better shape than those of the house in 
New York. But both show a system of book 
‘ keeping which has rendered the duties of the expert 

more arduous than they otherwise would have 
been, and made it exceedingly dificnit to unwind 
the tangled skein of the rms accounts. In this 
connection. we call attention to the remarks of the 
expert accountant appended to his statement of 
the assets and jiabilities of Henry Greenebaum & 
Co. on the 16th day of May, 1874, immediately 
before Mr. Elias Greenebaum became a member 
of that house, and filed herewith, marked exhibit 
„C,“ in which he states taat by their peculiar eys- 
tem of bookkeeping the stock account (of Henry 
Greenebaum 4 Co.), which rightfully or 
wrongfully stood on the balance-sheet on 
the lUth of October, 1873, as $200,000, was sud- 
cenly largely enhanced by artiticial entries t 
$572,000, and these entirely wiped out on the 
books excepting $563. 67. 

The house of Greenebaum Bros. & 000. failed in 
New York on the 6th of December, 1877; the house 
of Henry Greenebaum & Co., as your Committee 
find from, the evidence, failed ip Chicago on the 
the same day. thouch Renry Greencbaum denics 
this in hieytestimony, and says that it did not fail 
until the 17tn of December, the day the petition in 
bankruptcy was filed. According to tue books of 
the former house, the assets on the 5th of Decem- 
ber, 1877, were $370,770.40, and the liabilities 
$351. 006.00, showing an apparent deficit of but 
$2,226.50. On the 14th of December, 1877, 
according to the books of the latter house, 
the assets were $562,959.96, and the liabilities 

“76,083.00, showing an apparent surplus of 

286, 006.87. which, however. is balanced on the 
books by Elias Greenebaum’s specia) account of 
$284.174.99, premium account, $297.04, and 
profit and loss, $1,534.84; so that, according to 
the books of the two firme, the amount of assets 
over liabilities, at the time of failure. was $250, - 

, 006. 87 less $2,226.50, or 8283. 774. 37. regarding 
Elias Greenedaum’s special account, etc., as real- 
ly belonging to the capital of the concern.

Washington papers have for months fndustri- 
ously circulated the information that the diplo- 
matic corps has forty unmarried members, that 
two of the Cabinet have no wives, that the two 
Houses of Congress never had such a percent- 
age of single men, and that two-thirds of the 
Department employes are unmarried, but open 
to proposals, sealed or otherwise. Can this be 
a solution of the problem, and is this army of 
girls really a band of visiting missionaries to 
convince these benighted diplomats and officials 
of the misery and wickedness of living unmat- 
ed!

OLD ENGLISH MANNERS, 
Leck New English V . 


In the beginning of the Eigh 
intemperance was not so brevalé 
amount of hard drinking among the upper 
classes was still very great, aud it is remarkable 
how many of the most conspicuous characters 
were addicted to it. Addison, the fore- 
most moralist of his time, was not free 
from it. Oxford, whose private character was 


in most respects singularly high, is said to have 
come, not unfrequently, drunk into the very 
presence of the Queen. Bolingbroke, when in 
office, sat up whole nights drinking, and in the 
morning, having bound a wet napkin round his 
— and his eyes, to drive away the effects 
of his intemperance, bastened, without sleep, 
to his official business. When Walpole was a 
young man, his father was accustomed to 
pour into his glass a double portion of wine, 
saying, Come, Robert, you shall drink twice 
while 1 drink once; for I will not permit the 
son, in his sober senses, to be witness of tne 
intoxication of his father.” This edu- 
cation produced its natural fruits, and the en- 
tertainments of the Minister at Houghton were 
the scandal of the county, and often drove 
Lord Townshend from his neighboring seat of 
Rainham. The brilliant intellect 1 Carteret 
was clouded by drink, and even Pulteney, who 
appears in his later years to have had stronger 
religious convictions than any other politician 
of his time, is said to have shortened his iife by 
the same means. 

The impunity with which outrages were com- 
mitted in the ill-lit and ill-guarded streets of 
London during the first half of the Eighteenth 
Century can now hardly be realized. In 1712 a 
clew of young men of the higher classes, who 
assumed the name of Mohocks, were accustom- 
ed nightly to stray out{drunk into the streets, to 
hunt the passers by, and to subject them in 
mere wantonness to the most atrocious out- 

es. One of their favorite amusements, 
called “tipping the lion,“ was to squeeze the 
nose of their victim flat upon his face 
and to bore out his eyes with their fingers. 
Among them were the “sweaters,’’ who form- 
edacircle around their prisoner and pricked 
him with their swords till he sank exhausted to 
the ground; the “‘dancing masters,“ so called 
for their skill in making men caper by thrust- 
— swords into their lege; the tumblere, 
whose favorite amusement was to sect women 
on ther heads, and commit various indecencics 
and barbarities on the limbs that were exposed. 
Maid-servants as they opened their masters’ 
doots were waylaid, beaten, and their faces cut. 
Matrons, inclosed in barrels, were rolled down 
the steep and stony incline of Snow HII. 
Wätchmen were unmercifully beaten and their 
noses slit. Country-gentiemen went to the 
theatre as if in time of war, accompanied by 
their armed retainers. A Bishop’s son was 
said to be one of a gang, and a Baronet was 
among those who were arrested. Ihe atrocious 
fashion passed away, but other, though com- 
paratively harmless, rioters were long accus- 
tomed to beat the watch, to breat the citizens’ 
windows, and to insult the passers-by, whilc 
robberies muitiplied to a fearful extent.

ELECTRICITY. 
Its Influence in Producing the Phenomena 
of Meteorology. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New Lenox, III. u arch 26.—From observation 
and experiments, | have long been convinced that 
electricity is the prime cause acting in produc- 
Ing storms, wind, and all the phenomena of 
meteorology and the great variations of climate. 
If this is not so, and the changes of seasons are 
only due to the alteration of the earth’s position 
towards the sun, the seasons would be unvaria- 
ble. But the facts are the reverse of this. 
Witness the present winter as compared with 
some others. How shall we explain the 
thunder-gusts, tornadoes, water-spouts, and the 
ever-changing phenomena of meteorology? 

Electric science demonstrates that every 
change of atoms in Nature’s economy, whether 
chemical or mechanical, generates electricity, or 
sets this element in motion. Electricity in mo- 
tion, by the law of inductive action, reaches far 
in its effects, and in this way many strange 
phenomena can be explained. The sparks from 
the prime conductor of an electric machine will 
cause every cobweb and filament to vibrate in 
unison with the discharge of the spark, 
even in tbe farthest corner of a 
large room. A steady discharge of a strong 
current of electricity on the thermometer will 
cause the mercury to fall many degrees in a 
few minutes, just in proportion to the amount 
thrown into circulation. 

In one of the ascensions of John Wise, the 
acronaut, his balloon was drawn into a thunder- 
cloud, or small shower, just forming as he went 
up. e balloon passed through the cloud 
above, would then settle down outside, be 
caught again below by the upward current, and 
carried up through as before. This was re- 
peated eight or nine times. The experience in- 
‘side the cloud was intense cold, hail, snow; his 
whiskers were covered with hoar-frost, and 
there was intense electrical activity, while it 
was comparatively warm above and outside the 
storm cloud. All this implies that electricity, 
under certain conditions, cold, and vroduces 
cold. It is a scientific fact that the most intense 
heat can be produced by electricity. 

Aerovauts have noted the fact that clouds are 
found far above the altitude where the tempera- 
ture is much below the point of condensation. 
The smoke from prairie-fires has been seen to 
form clouds and start local showers. It has 
been often remarked that showers are more apt 
to follow the course of streams, and 2 of 
high, wooded hilis. These facts seem to Impl 
that electricity is cold, and, under certain condi- 
tions, will produce winds. The electricity from 
a highly-charged prime conductor, 
from a point, will blow a candle out. The trees 
and their leaves, on high ae con- 
ductors, and attract the clouds different 
in condition to the earth’s electricity. The 
smoke from the prairie-tire will conduct electric- 
itv up trom the earth, condense a cloud, other 
conditions being favorable, and start a shower. 
The absence of the right electric conditions 
holds the clouds uncondensed high up in freez- 
ing altitudes. A few drops of water flashed 
into steam from a heated vlatinum- cup placed 
on the cap of an electrometre, will cause the 
leaves to strongly diverge,—showing that 
evaporation is one t disturber of the elec- 
tric equilibrium in Nature. 

Greater evaporation in one section of country 
causes that place to be * positive or negative 
to some other locality. The air isa nou con- 
ductor, and electricity cannot pass through it 
but in a disruptive discharge, at comparatively 
small distances, with very light tension. But 
the body of the atmosphere becomes electrified, 
aud, being very mobile, carries the electric cur- 
rent, so to speak, to the negative point, causing 
a wind and a fall of the barometer. The Signal- 
Service Observers, seeing the direction of the 

winds and downward tendency of the barometer, 
predict a storm-centre at that place. 

The centrifugal motion of the causes 
the atmosphere to be thicker at the equator 
than the poles. Consequently, the electricity of 
the earth breaks through the insul stratum 
of air easier at the poles, as it flies off into im- 
mensity. This causes a condensation of the 

great electric currents of the earth there, and, 


as a consequence, the poles suffer great- 
er cold than the mere absence of 
sunlight would warrant. The aurora 


borealis and the magnetic poles are also the 
result of this fact. If it were possible to cover 
the earth witha network of conductors sufli- 
cient to collect and carry all the free electricity 
generated by every cause, and conduct the same 
to the voles, we would have seasons always 
alike, no tornadoes or waterspouts, and the 
poles be robbed of their extreme frigid charac- 
ter. Any one conversant with the laws govern- 
ing electricity knows that, if a series of con- 
ductors could be made to ramify in all direc- 
tions through a thunder-shower, there would 
be no lightning or thunder. 

From observing Nature’s method of produc- 
ing certain meteorological phenomena, how 
small local storms or showers are sometimes 
produced, it suggeste artificial methods that 
would produce the same effect. Many times, 
when the atmosphere is loaded to saturation 
with moisture, and rain is much needed, by 
apy method that would 7 uce an upward 
current from the earth, like that ex- 
perienced by Wise, the balloonist, we 
might reasonably expect a local shower. 
To simply try the experiment in a 
neighborhood where several railroads traverse 
the country, connect the several tracks together 
by wires, and, at the points where the roads 
cross streams, run wires from the iron rails 
down into the water,—the ends of these wires 
in the water to have many radiating points, to 
attract and collect. By this arrangement we 
have electric conductors that will collect elec- 
tricity from a large tract of country. Then, by 
connecting a conductor to these series, and ele- 
vating it sufficiently high to reach the altitude 
of the clouds, by a balloon or any other means, 
the electricity thus collected and at 
that elevation would produce upward curren 
a condensation of moisture, the formation o 
clouds, and the condensation of the same. 

Let this experiment be thoroughly tried, and 
it will lead to a practical application. I have a 
balloon and fixtures; who will furnish means to 
go on and teat this! KNICK.

MR. CASWELL AND TEXAS PACIFIC. 

We print this morning a communication 
from Mr. L. B. Cas W] III., member of Con- 
gress from Wisconsin, relative to an inter- 
view which our Washington correspondent 
had with that gentleman some ten days ago. 
Mr. CaswIIL takes exception to some com- 
ments made by Tun Txisvune on his relations 
with the Texas Pacific Subsidy bill, as they 
were set forth in the report of that interview. 
He does not set up that he was misrepresent- 
ed in the report, but only that he did not 
know the statements were to be published. 
Admitting all this, the circumstance certainly 
does not change the nature or force of the 
statements he made. Mr, Caswezuu affects 
to be greatly grieved, and professes a convic- 
tion that he has been unfairly treated in the 
inferences that were drawn from the afore- 
said conversation ; but we suspect, from the 
character of the letter he now writes, that 
his chief purpose has been to improve the 
opportunity to get another plea for the Texas 
Pacific subsidy printed in Taz Trisunz. We 
accommodate him, however, because we are 
persuaded that his own letter will fully justi- 
fy all we said about him before; it reveals 
the singular devotion to the Tom Soorr 
scheme which we suspected, without furnish- 
ing any satisfactory reasons therefor. 

Tun Trrsune seid that Mr. CaswLL 
seems to have voted for the Scorr subsidy as 
a means for securing a favorable considera- 
tion of a proposition to extend the term of 
the land-grant to the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany,” and we added that, ‘practically, it 
was a trade on his part,in which he gave 
too large a consideration for a concession 
that should be made on its own merits.” 
Mr. Caswetx thinks this statement was un- 
warranted, but we are willing to rest it upon 
Mr. CaswWIIL's own statement which he re- 
produces in his letter this morning. In fact, 
he virtually admits again that he has been 
influenced to favor the Texas Pacific (Tom 
Scott) scheme by reason of his desire to 
further the Northern Pacific extension when 
he says: To be consistent, I could not 
deny tothe Texas & Pacific Company the 
aid which it asks, and at the same time favor 
a grant of a much greater magnitude to the 
Northern Pacific.” This is a view of the case 
to which Mr. CasWwIL's constituents will 
scarcely be willing to subscribe. The Northern 
Pacific, as we understand it, is asking merely 
for an extension of the term of a land-grant 
previously made, because the prosecution of 
the building of the road hag been interrupted 
by the hard times; but the Texas & Pacific 
people ask an actual guarantee of interest on 
$38,750,000 bonds at 5 per cent for fifty 
years, or more than enough money to defray 
the e. tire cost and equipment of their road. 
Yet Mr. CaswWIILL, a Wisconsin man, pro- 
claims that the request for an extension of a 
land-grant is a gratuity of “a much greater 
magnitude” than Tom Scorr's appeal that 
the Government shall assume the risk of 
paying $96,875,000,—the fifty years’ interest 
which it is asked to guarantee. In other 
words, Mr. Caswxt1t, Whose constituents 
have a lively interest in the completion of 
the Northern Pacific, holds that the Texas & 
Pacific is entitled to a preference at the 
hands of Congress in asking a bond subsidy 
over the Northern Pacific, which merely asks 
the extension of a grant of lands with which 
the Government had already parted on con- 
dition that the Northern Pacific should be 
constructed. According to this later state- 
ment, the inference is. warranted that Mr. 
Caswett takes a more lively interest in Tom 
Scort’s enterprise than he does in the North- 
ern Pacific enterprise. | 
All that Mr. Caswetu has to say about the 
enormous value of the 18,000,000 acres of 
land which the Texas Pacific propose to re- 
lease (and to which we still think they have 
no better title than has the Northern Pacific 
to the land-grant on which it asks an exten- 
sion) is sheer rubbish. If this Texas Pacific 
land had anything like the value which Mr. 
CasSWELL attempts to give it, of course the 
Tom Scott Company would simply proceed 
to realize upon it, either by sale or mort- 
gages, and construct their road on the pro- 
ceeds, without asking from Congress a guar- 
antee on bonds for more than the entire cost 
of the road. As to the statement that Mr. 
Howtinoton is making a desperate effort to 
secure this grant, it is only necessary to say 
(1) that Mr. Huntineron and his associates 
have held themselves in readiness to build 
the road in consideration of this land, with- 
out asking any bond-subsidy, if Tom Scorr 
and his associates would not do so, and 
(2) that the bill reported by the minority of the 
Pacific Railroad Committee merely gives the 
Huntineton Company the right of way for 
600 miles without granting one acre of this or 
any other land. 

Mr. Cas WELL says he would think Tur 
Turnvxx sincere in its profession of favoring 
a speedy construction of a railroad along the 
32d parallel if it could indicate a plan which 
is likely to attain that result. Taz Tarsune 
will not object to any plan which does not 
involve a raid on the Public Treasury, or a 
Government guarantee for the payment of 
moneys which, in the end, amounts to the 
same thing, as experience has proved. If 
the Tom Scorr Company had simply asked 
that the land-grant be not forfeited on ac- 
count of the failure thus far to build the 
road as rapidly as it had agreed to build, and 
had supplemented this request with some 
guarantee of good faith that it would prose- 
cute the work energetically in the future, 
Tae Tarsvnz would not have opposed the 
proposition. This is virtually the position 
which the Northern Pacific occupies, and 
hence Tuz Trrsuxe approves the proposed 
extension.

The National party,” which is a conden- 
sation into one organization of the parties 
hitherto styling themselves the Greenback- 
ers, and the Workingmen, and the Socialists, 
and other political factions, was formed at 
Toledo some month or more ago, and the 
first State Convention of the new party was 
held in Illinois at Springfield on Wednesday 
last. The new party was called together in 
this State at this early date, to forestall the 
Conventions of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties in the nominations of State 
officers. The Convention adopted the Tole- 
do platform, and nominated Gen. Bates for 
State Treasurer and Mr. HALL for Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. Gen. Batzs 
has twice been elected State Treasurer by 
the Republicans, and doubtless expects 
to be adopted by that party when 
it shall hold its Convention. Gen. Barzs | 
has been long known as a conspicuous Re- 
publican in this State, and doubtless is as 
much a Republican now as he ever was. 
This nomination peremptorily closes the 
door against any alliance between the Demo- 
crats and the Nationals. It is not at all 
likely that the Republicans will adopt either 
the platform or the candidates of the Na- 
tionals. So there will be this fall a contest 
between the three parties, each with a dis- 
tinct ticket of its own. The chances are 
that the Nationals will also have their own 
candidates for Congress and for the Legis- 
lature, giving a promise of considerable 
uncertainty as to the political complexion 
of the next General Assembly.

WHY MEN WANT TO BE ALDERMEN. 
It has been a wonder, and is yet a won. 


out the least knowledge of government, and 
especially of city affairs, should seek the 
thankless and laborious office of Alderman. 
This, too, with a knowledge that there is no 
compensation, that there is no patronage ; 
that to attend the meetings of the Council 
and of the Committees will take considerable 
time; that money has to be spent for elec- 
tions, and that to perform one’s duty faith- 
fully is to incur the personal dislike if not 
enmity of hundredsof constituents. Among 
the hundreds of men who seek nominations 
and elections as Aldermen, the majority are 
persons who have uo legitimate business ; are 
out of employmeut, have no incomes, and 
dependent on their earnings for the current 
expenses of living, who cannot afford to 
give tothe city their time and their labor 
for the empty and questionable distinction 
of being an Alderman. Nevertheless, four- 
fifths of the whole number of persons who 
seek the office are of the class we have 
named. 80 extraordinary is this circum- 
stance that it almost mentally suggests that 
there is, after all, unknown to the law and 
unknown to the general public, a compensa- 
tion and an income which an Alderman, if 
so disposed, may obtain that affords a better 
living than such a person can ordinarily 
obtain. 

In this cirele of Aldermanic aspirants there 
is an impression that a man who will qualify 
himself for his business, and vigilantly im- 
prove his opportunities, may,in the course 
of a two years term, receive, directly or in- 
directly, gratuities which will average a 
handsome income, Ths tariff which by 
common rumor is understood to exist is 
after the following scale: 


This is a mere skeleton of the opportuni- 
ties which are supposed to be open to every 
Alderman. It only requires an ingenious 
leader to devise legislation which will bring 
the paymasters to time. To the Alderman 
it is immaterial what the legislation is; he 
will vote for or against as he is paid. Every 
now and then there is a stir about reforming 
the police, or the firemen, or other city offi- 
cers. Then there are numerous and in- 
genious efforts to incorporate a dozen or 
more gas companies. The notices for some- 
body to pay are only limited by the versatil- 
ity of the gentlemen in the Council who live 
by what they can pick up for doing or not 
doing their duty.

The bill which has just passed the Na- 
tional House of Representatives to prevent 
the introduction of contagious or infectious 
diseases into the country seems to be a com- 
prehensive aud effective measure. It gives 
a new employment to the Diplomatic or 
Consular representatives abroad in requiring 
from them weekly sanitary reports as to the 
places where they reside, and also immo- 
diate notification whenever a vessel destined 
for the United States shall leave an infected 
port, or carry freight or passengers which 
come from a district infected with cholera 
or yellow fever. These reports are com- 
municated directly to the United States 
sanitary agents, and also to the State or 
municipal officers at the port to which 
the vessel is destined. The terms of the 
bill are all that could be desired, and 
it will only depend upon the strict en- 
forcement whether the danger of a cholera 
visitation this coming season shall be less- 
ened or not.

FINANCIAL. 


„ Business was moderately active in financial 
circles, though devoid of epecial incident for men- 
tion. The supply of new paper was fair for the sea- 
son. Business men report not unsatisfac- 
tery. Sales have begun to im e with the early 
opening of Spring. Outside applicants for bank 
are few. The opportanities for 
the use of bank fuande are limited to the discount 
of regular commeretal paper. with a sligbt eprink- 
ling of accommodation paper. Rates are 7@10 per 
cent. New York exchange was sold between 
banks at 50@60c per $1,000 prcaium. The clear - 
ings were $2, 300, 000. 
BUGINESS AWD BANKING EAGT, WEST, AND SOUTH. 

In Philadelphia, according to the 7imes, the 
epring trade opens with lese spirit than was ex- 
pected, and the movements of merchandise and 
currency are alike light and uneatisfactory. Spec - 
niation of all kinds is dormant. A very similar 
account is given by the Press, which bas to admit 
that the volume of the spring business up to this 
time has not been up to the general anticipations; 
im fact, the aggregate is below that of the same 
period for many years past, and the depression in 
pearly all the products of labor bears with great ge- 
verity upon both capital and labor. 

The situation West and South appears to” be bet- 
‘ter than at the East, though not entirely satiefac- 
tory. The Indianapolis Journal reports business 
in general as only moderately active. The Sentinel 
says the general markets have ruled very active 
during the entire week, and prices as a general rule 
have been well maintained. The weather has been 
exceedingly springlike, the roads are in splendia 
condition, and there are a large number of country 
dealers in Indianapolis buying their spring and 
summer stocks. 

The Cincinnati local merchandise markets are 
‘said, by the Gazetie, to be quiet, scarcely any ar- 
ticle being sufficiently active to relieve the monot- 
ony of duliness. The St. Louis Republican de- 
clares that advices from the country continue to be 
encouraging, and the prospect of an unusually 
early opening of the regular spring trade is still 


very good. 

In Memphis, the run of financial matters is id 
by the Appeal to be not of an encouraging charac- 
ter. There ts distrust and occasional failures, 
which breed excessive caution and a reluctance to 
invest in commercial articles except from hand 
to mouth. Money is lying unused in the banks, as 
Jast season's goods lie uncalled for in the dry- 
goods stores. The Avalanche gives an equally an- 
favorable account. Returning to the Northwest, 
the reports are found to be more cheerful. 

At St. Paul, the Pionecer- Press says: The Nortb- 
western region especially is buying heavily of sea- 
sonable commodities, while the nearer trade is act- 
ive for this time of year. At Minneapolis a good 
degree Of activity is noted in the general markets. 
There is a large increase in the trade with the North 
and West. All kinds of grain and feed are in de- 
mand, and lumber, farm machinery, and building 
materiale of all kinds are being ordered freely. In 
the wholesale trade the spring business is fairly 

opened, and jobbing houses are busy with their 
full forces, which the demands of their trade re- 
quired to be largely 

In Iowa, the Davenport Gazette reports that the 
pleasant weather and the early commencement of 
An trade have enlivened the flnancial situation. 

THE OPHIR DEAL. 
The recent deal in Ophir is said, by the San

bonanza, The Comstock managers, instead of

deceive investors and speculators. At the annual 
meeting, encouraging reports were made and ex- 
tensive plans discussed for prospecting. Supt. 

Fair visited San Francisco. and, hailing bis friends 
on the street, advised them to invest in Ophir. 

**Cappers” were employed to circulate false in- 
formation. Among these was a once-prominent 
politician of Nevada, who induced the purchase of 
not less than 2,000 shares of stock at prices rang- 

ing from $50 to $60, and for the information he 
gave he had 500 shares set aside for himself. At 
the proper time the trap was sprung. The inside 
manipulators unloaded on their deluded friends at 
the highest prices, and the market broke, with the 
usnal disaster of broken fortunes and ruined vic- 


tims.

change for the amount of his purchase is then for- 
warded toLondon by him to pay for the silver, 
which is itself forwarded by the first steamer. The 
margin of profit, after paying for cable messages, 
interest on capital, freight, insurance, Ste., is 
small. because the business requires capital, and 
is so cafe that the competition is keen.

ure of damages to be assessed. The decision of 
gaid Committee as to the value of the property in 
question on the day to which their decision applies, 
shall be deemed its true value at that date, and 
shall be accepted and recognized as establishing 
said value as the equitable basis for all settlements 
and adjustments of similar defaults by members of 
the Association on that day; and values so estab- 
lished shall be respected as final by the Board of 
Directors and Committees of Arbitration and Ap- 

ls. 

If any member fail to fulfill his contract, or to 
fulfill the final award of a properly constituted 
committee, he shall be suspended, and so remain 
till his obtigations have been adjusted and settled. 

Yembers of the Board will do well to consider 
the proposed amendments, so as to be able to vote 
understandingly. The matter ie really an im- 
portant one, and ought to receive the best possible 
care in its settlement.

His Position on the Texas & Pacific Rail-

To the Editor of The Tribune. | 
Wasuinoton, D. C., March 22,—In your daily 
of the 18th I see a “reported conversation 
with myself on the 7th inst., by your cor- 
respondent in this city, relative to my action iu 
committee on the Texas & Pacific Railtoad. 
This conversation was had without any idea on 
my part of publication, other than some facts 
which might be gicaned therefrom. 

As your great fairness induced you to with- 
hold the publication for several davs, until Mr. 
Huntington could return to this city, have ac- 
cess, and make a reply for publication at the 
same time, without giving me the opportunity 
of seeing either the alleged interview as reduced 
to writing by your correspondent, or the answer 
of Mr. Huntington, I trust you will allow me a 
brief reply, as well as aword in reference to 
your article of the 14th. 

You are quite incorrect when you say I made 
a trade with members of the Committee who 
were friendly to the Texas & Pacific Company, 
agreeing to vote ior their bill if they would vote 
for arenewal of the North Pacific grant. You 
base the charge upon the alleged conversation, 
which does not warrant such conclusion. The 
jollowing is all your correspondent dais to 
have been said by me u that subject: 

The North Pacific Railroad empties down 
upon my State. The Legislature has instructed 
me to support the renewal of that graut; our 
people are much interested iu it. I haye sup- 
ported that measure in the Committec, and, at 
the same time, I have felt obliged, in the Com- 
mittee, to support the Texas & Pacificbill also.“ 
Further along: “The friends of the North 
Pacific bill have felt that they had to join hands 
with the Texas & Pacific to succeed. That ig 
an almost conceded fact in the Committee. 
Some members of the Committce—Demoeratic 
members—said they would not vote for the 
Northern Pacific unless they could carry the 
Texas & Pacific too.“ 

The friends of the North Pacific, here re- 
ferred to, were not members of the Committee. 
or of the House. You have no richt to inter 
from the foregoing that anv trade whatever was 
made in the Committee. Indeed, such was not 
the case. To be consistent, I could not deny 
tothe Texas & Pacific Company the aid which 
it asks, and at the same time favor a graut of a 
much greater magnitude to the North Pacific. 
Icould not, with my ideas of justice to the 
whole country, be governed by a local or sec- 
tional prejudice; nor can I see how Tug Tris- 
UNE can be consistent in its opposition to the 
Texas Pacific bill, upon the ground that it em- 
braces a sudsidy, while it so vigorously favors a 
grant of lands tothe North Pacific Company, 
said tobe worth three times more than the 
amount guaranteed in aid of the Texas Pacific. 
You claim this guarantee involves money which 
may be taken from the Treasury. 

The grant to the North Pacific is a donation, 
not te be returned in any form to the Govern- 
ment; while the Texas Pacific receives a simple 
guarantee of interest on bonds which are 
secured by a first mortgage hen upon the road, 
by a pledge of its carnings, the transportation 
of the maiis and Government supplies, and, in 
addition thereto, a return of the grant of 18, 

,000 acres of lands heretofore made to the 
Government, the sales of which are also to be 
appliea in the discharge of this interest, if 
Lecded. 

You are not correct in your welief that the 
grant of lands tothe Texas & Pacific has already 
iapsed, nor will it lapse until 1880. True, parts 
of the road which the law required them to 
build prior to this time have not been built, but 
the grant contains no provisions of forfeiture 
in case of such failure. Mr. Huntington char- 
acterizes this grant as almost worthless. If that 
be so, we are at a loss to know why he has la- 
bored so industriously to wrest it from the 
Texas & Pacific Company and turn it over to his 
own. Many of the lands along this road are the 
most productive in the world, and will be rapid- 
7 bed ope up as soon as access can be had to 

em by rail. 

As an evidence of insecurity in the delivery to 
the projectors uf the Texas & Pacific Road, of 
—— to the amount of $20,000 per mile on the 
main portion and $35,000 in the mountain-re- 
gions, Mr. Huntington states that the road will 
not cost over $18,000 per mile,—witha net 
saving to the builder of 10 per cent at that. 
Muttizes ne (Der Tue TRIBUNE correspondent, 
always 80 fair In thé Giscussiv ur gacetiuns of 
such magnitude, gives to the public, in this 
connection, the important fact that the Tena 
Pacific bill carefully provides that in no cas

ten miles of road are completed, so that the 
Government could not, according to Mr.

It a line of road across the Continent to the 
Pacific coast, on a route 165 miles shorter from 
Chicago to its Western terminus, can be built 
at a cost of only $18,000 per mile, why should it 
not be done at once, and the country relieved 
from the enormous tariffs now being charged by 
the Central Pacific Company, on a basis of a 
cost of $117,000 per mile? It is easy to be seen 
that one-haif the rates charged by the latter 
Company would be ample returns to the bond 
and stock holders of the former. In this lies 
the secret of the conflict. 

The Credit-Mobilier stockholders must be 
protected in the investment which they have 
made, and the producers of this country perpet- 
ually taxed for their benefit. 

You ayow yourself in favor of a speedy con- 
struction of some road upon the thirty-second 
paraliel. I should think you sincere if you fa- 
vored some plan which is likely to attain that 
result. 

Your correspondeut makes me say there were 
three members of the Committee who did not 
believe Mr. Huntington imtended to build the 
road. I venture the opinion that not three 
members of the Committce believe he has any 
such intention. The Judiciary Committee of 
the House seem to think so, too, and deny him 
a right-of-way. Does it look reasonable that 
the Centrai Pacific Company, or Mr. Huuting- 
ton who represents it, desires to see a line of 
road built at a cost of only $18,000 per mile, to 
compete with their own, which cost six times 
that amount! You admit this aid micht be 

roperif the Government could be secured. 

he Central Pacific Company earns sufficient to 
pay the interest on the cost of its road, said to 
$117,000 per mile. Cannot the Texas & Pa- 
cific Company earn enough to pay its interest, 
especially if its construction will not cost over 
$138,000 per mile! If so, the Government takes 
no risk. 

Mr. Arn extravagantly calls this a 
subsidy of $40,000,000; while the bill itself limits 
the amount to be guaranteed to 831,750,000. 
To pay the interest on this will require an earn- 
ing of $1,135 per mile annually. The 444 miles 
of road which the Company now has are earn- 
ing nearly $2,000 per mile on local business 
alone, and the Central Pacific is earning $5,000 
per mile. 

Does any rational man believe the Texas

Do you not can- 
didly believe that this cry is shrieked forth 
merely for the purpose of inflaming the public 
mind against the Texas & Pacific Company, and 
in favor of the Huntington monopoly, without 
the least foundation in fact!

GREAT IS OMAHA, 


And Her Enterprising Citizens Think She Is 
Entitied to Cousideration When the Sub. 
ject of Locating Another Mint Is Under 
Discussion—Some Excellent Reasons for 
Believing They Are Right. 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 


Omaua, Neb., March 23.—While Tun Taisune 
of the 16th ult.set forth the claims of Chicago for a 
branch mint so clearly, and knowing your high 
reputation as a fair-minded journal, I beg leave 
to presume upon your kindness in calling attention 
to the claims this city also presents for the location 
of a branch miat bere. In the frst place, Omaha is 
the most contiguous point to the mines of the 
Rocky Mountains and beyond, where the ores and 
bullion can be profitably reduced. It is in the 
practicable centre of the country, being but 100 
miles from the exact centre of the United States. 
It is the practical terminus Of ten railroads, 
giving the city close connection with Chicago, 
St. Louis, San Francisco, New York, and 
other Eastern, Western, and Southern cities, also 
the mineral regions of Lake Superior. Within a 
circle, with Omaha as the centre, having a radius of 
500 mites, there are 12,000, 000 people and 26, 000 
miles of railroads in active operation. The popn- 
lation of the city is between 25,000 and 30,000, 
and, as we have shown, she has become the most 
important railroad point west of Chicago. Asa 

opniar ‘* travel centre“ she stands unri 
he greatest west of your city. The statiatics of 
the transfer companies for 1875 show in round 
numbers 28,000 local arrivais and departures at 
Kansas City aud 55,000 at Omaha, a difference of 
27, 000 in favor of this city. In 1876 the arrivals 
and departures were more than 70,000, 
and in 1877 73,350. I am unable to give 
the figures from Jan. 1 of the present 
year, but. judging from the crowded 
condition of the principal streets, I infer the num- 
ber of visitors is largely on the increase. As to her 
transportation trade, in 1860 it was 733,000 
pounds. In 1877 the receipts and shipments from 
and to the West, passing into and through Omaha, 
amounted to 2,172,720,000 pounds.

The general offices of the Union Pacific,, the 
Burlington & Missouri River, the Omaha & North- 
western, the Omaha & Southwestern, and the 
Omaha & Republican Valley Railroads, are located 
here. Alsothe headquarters of the Military De- 
partment of the Platte. Through the operation of 
these great organizations, involving the use of 
millions every year, a large amoumt of the silver 
coinage can be thrown into general circalation, as 
their purchases and payments extend all over the 
Northwest on both sides of tne Missouri River.

JAIL-BREAKING. 

The boldest and most successful attempt at jail- 
breaking abont police stations since the night 
that rocky McDonough forced his way from a 
cellatthe Armory occurredat the same station 
shortly beforemoon yesterday.

A Decision as to How Expenses 
Are to Be Reduced. 


German, Music, Drawing, Etc., Not to 
Be Interfered With. 


A Week to Be Cut Off from the School 
Lear Letter from the Teachers. 


The Board of Education held a regular semi- 
monthly meeting last evening, President Sul - 
Uran in the chair. The absentees were Covert, 


Smith, and Arnold. 
REDUCING EXPENSES. 

The special order—the report of the Commit- 
tee on Reduction of Expenditures—was taken 
up. They recommended that the Board reduce 
the general-supply expenses about $15,000, 
that it require the teachers to devote two-thirds 
of their time to instruction of classes, and that 
it shorten the general school year one week, and 


the High-School year two weeks. 
Mr. Vocke moved to reconsider the vote by 


which the minority report, made by Mr. English, 
was rejected. . 


The motion was agreed to. 
It recommended that the common schools 


kept without decreasing their school year, or 
the salaries or number of teachers; and that 


whatever reduction t be found necessary 
be made in the cost of the High-School, vocal 
music, drawing, or German. 

Mr. English offered the following: 

Resolved, That the 1878 appropriation should be 
first applied to furnish the means of primary edu 
cation in the necessary common-schoo! branches 
to every child of school age for the full school 
year. 

This, he said, was of the utmost importance. 
He believed the people were unanimously in fa- 
vor of it. Before anything was done, this should 


de laid down asa guide. 
The Presideut ruled the resolution out of or- 


der. 
Mr. English offered it as a substitute for the 


report. 

This let it in. 

Mr. Vocke made a speech, reviewing what had 
been done thus far by the Board toward cut- 
ting down expenses. He asserted that Mr. 
Euglish had not suggested to the Committee of 
Seven any of the items mentioned in his report, 
and proceded to comment on the fact, when 

Mr. English arose and made the point that 
the “secrets” ola committee meeting could 
not be disclosed. > 

The President so held. - 

Mr. Wells made the point that the resolution 
could not be entertained, since it was a “ third”’ 
amendment. 1 

The pending amendments were: Arnold’s— 
that the reduction of $20,000 in salaries be di- 
vided pro rata among all the employes and of- 
ficers of the Board whose salaries exceed $500 
per annum; and Stone’s—that after the dis- 
missal of the special teachers of German, music, 
and 8 the $20,000 be divided as above 
stated. . 

Mr. Stone, in order to let the resolution in, 
withdrew his amendment. 

MK. VOCKE 
then resumed. The press had been misled by 
the minority report, and the newspapers had 
misied the people. Instead of music costing 
$33,000, only $1,500 was spent; instead of 
$11,000 for 2 the cost was only $1,500. 
Figurmg as did Mr. English (the time con- 
sumed), the cost of the recesses was $27, and 
of the noon-recess, $103,846. His figures were 
entirely unwarranted. The Board’s first duty 
was to stand by the poor helpless ones who re- 
quired primary instruction. as it not good to 
relieve the monotony by singing! He defended 
the High-Schools, saying there was a demand 
for better material than could be turned out by 
the common aod grammar schools. 
MR. STONE 

defended the minority report. Four thousand 
children were knocking at the doors for primar 
instruction, and 6,000 more were able to atte 
school only halfa day. 80 far as drawing, Ger- 
man, and music absorbed money that should be 
devoted to instruction in legitimate branches, 
and the high schools, lesse the ability of the 
Board to provide the necessary studies, the cost 
of maintaining criminals was to be charged to 
these luxuries. It was a crime for the Board to 
close its ears to the 82 from the streets, and 
expend the taxes for non-essentials. As to 
German, in 1871 12 per cent of the people 
etudied it; now only 4 per cent,—a constant 
decrease,—while the number of scholars con- 
stantly increased. By dropping music, drawing, 
and German in the grammar schools $11,400 in 
actual cost would be saved. This, the s n- 
sion of the high schools for one month, and the 
additional rentals, would make up the defi- 
ciency. 

Mr. Prussing put in many good words for 
German. 

MR. ENGLISH 

said it was not the practical money advantage 
that he was looking after, but the advantage of 
the pupils. By getting rid of the superfiuities, 
the time could be devoted to necessary studies. 
It music, drawing, and German were abolished, 
a child in a school-life of three or four years 
could cover as much ground as he could now in 
seven years. He denied the practical advantage 
of drawing, and claimed that the results 
achieved in it and music were very unsatisfac- 
tory. Conceding that German was of more 
value, yet the appropriation must be cut down. 
He adverted to the fact that in the past the 
common-school education had been retard- 
ea by the keeping up of the high 
schools. He had never said that the 
latter should be abolished. He was perfectly 
willing the city snould afford a high school or 
a Coll education, but he insisted that it 
should furnish primary education first. 

Mr. Hotz remarked that experience had shown 
that pupils who took German and drawing ad- 
vanced more rapidly than those who did not. 

Mr. Vocke wanted Mr. English to tack on to 
his resolution the following: “and that hign 
schools are a necessary part of our common 
school system.” 

Mr. English would not doit. He desired his 
resolution to stand on its merits. 

Mr. Prussing was opposed to abolishing the 
higber education of youth, since, if that were 
done, religious sects would have a monopoly of 
it, and the State would be put in jeopardy. 
Without free high schools, the rich alone 
would get learning. This was contrary te our 


institutions. 
MR. DENNIS 


said it wasn’t wise to act hastily on the question 
of changing the school system. If $10,000 more 
could be gotten from rents, as the attorney of 
the Board had stated, the deficit of $20,000 
could be made up by skimping expenses other 
than the salaries of teachers, which had already 
been reduced more than those of any other pub- 
lic servants. ö 

Inspector English said the evening schools 
had been left out in the cold by the failure of 
the clerk to putin the estimates the $10,000 
needed for them. But the amount could be 
drawn from the General Fund, as was formeriy 
dove. He would steain a point rather than let 
the children who could not attend the day 
schools suffer. 

Inspector Stone remarked that there was no 
more wrong in cutting off the bigher branches 
than shortening the year in all the branches, 
which struck at the root of the system. 

luspector Wells desired to see the resolution 
defeated. 

The question was then put on its adoption, 
and it was rejected—yeas 3, nays 9, as follows:
